Edison’s New Wireless. 
About seventeen years ago Thomas 
A. Edison startled the world hy carry­ 
ing on telegraphic cominiinication be­ 
tween a moving train and stations 
along the railroad without any wire 
connection 
therewith. 
The 
system 
employed was to mount a board cov­ 
ered with tinfoil edgewise on the car 
roof. 
The tinfoil formed jiart of 
a 
local telegraph circuit, which induct­ 
ively affected the 
telegraph 
wires 
that paralleled the track, and in this 
way the messages 
were 
made 
to 
“leap” from the train to the telegraph 
lines. 
The recent experiments on 
a 
well-known railroad where messages 
were exchanged between an operator 
on a fast-moving train and operators 
in Toledo, Elkhart and (’hicago were 
of a different character. The Hertzian 
waves were used, which transmitted 
the messages directly to the receiving 
stations, and not to 
the

Saskatchewan Both Industrious 
and Prosperous. 


The Indians of the gre.at Canadian 
p rairie provinet* of Sa.skatchewaii are 
disp roving the theory that an Indian 
W’on’t work unless he has to. 
They 
are becoming industrious and p ros­ 
p erous. 
There are nearly 8,000 Indians in 
the pro vince and last year they had 
about 9,000 acres under crop s. They 
raised 150,572 bushels of grain and 
roots and 26,0000 tons of hay. worth 
$136,023. 
The dep artment of Indian affairs 
rep orts that the Indians are turning 
more and more to the soil for a liv­ 
ing. 
The agent of the Assiniboine 
agency, which may be regarded as 
typ ical, writes: 
“I was greatly p leased to find that 
the area under crop was almost double 
what it was the year before. 
The 
band had about 600 acres of wheat 
and 200 acres of oats. 
The Indians 
of this agency are beginning to farm 
on a large scale, and if they contiinn* 
to do as well as they have in the last 
tw’o years there will he some good- 
sized farmers among them. 
One man 
had 155 acres in crop and another 125 
acres and several had 70 acres each. 
There was a decided imp rovement in 
the way the land had been farmed.”

Columbia, Mo., May 14.—Missouri is 
entering upon her third y<*ar of pure 
food work . Du» ing the initiatory two 
years, under the stale pure food law, 
which is a copy of the federal law, 
many adulterated and impure foods 
hav e been eliminated from the m ar­ 
k et and the general trend of the con­ 
sumer has been toward demanding 
better food and to acquaint himself 
with the law as a means of obtaining 
l)(*tter foods. 
The 
undersigned 
was 
appointed 
state dairy and 
food 
commissiom'r 
February 20, last, by Gov ernor Had­ 
ley. 
A IT. Douglass, of C’olumbia, was 
appointed deputy coinmissiom?r and 
the following four 
inspectors were 
appointed: 
Di. H. B. Allen, rnrk io: 
Dr. Wilbur S nith, Springfield; E. II. 
Ham, Montgomery City, and Adolph 
^Teer, St. I.ouis. 
Each inspector is 
giv en a certain section of the state 
to cov er. 
The analytical work will 
be done by the deputy coTumissioner 
ui)d(‘r the supi'rv ision of the < xperi- 
ment station chemist. 
The work of the inspectors is map 
ped out by the 
commissioner, 
and 
<‘ach town or city in the state is tak ­ 
en up in systematic order, and a thor­ 
ough inspecMon made of all places 
where food is manufactured or sold. 
The following is a summary of the 
w ork : 
A total of 4()7 inspections has been 
made, in detail 
as 
follow's: 
Drug 
stores, 27; m(‘at shops, 59 ; confection­ 
ery stores, 10: groceries, 240; hak e-’- 
ies, 22; 
dairies, 31; creameries. 1; 
hotels and restaurants, (13; wholesale 
and jobbing houses, 12; mills (flour 
and feed), 2. 
The territory already inspi'cted and 
in which inspection is now» biung car­ 
ried on includes the cities of St. Louis, 
Iv ansas City. 
Springfield, 
Hannilial, 
.Jefferson City and Columbia. 
A system of scoring stores and m ar­ 
k ets has been dev ised and put in op­ 
eration. 
This tak es info account the 
cleanliness and general 
appearance 
of the store and the condition of the 
dealer and the food sold by him. Fifty 
places hav e Leen so scored, including 
grocery stores, meat mark ets, bak er­ 
ies, drug stores, dairies, hotels and 
restaurants. 
One hiindrei and sixty-nine .s iraples 
of food hav e l een tak en, a largM part 
of w’hich 
are 
milk 
samples. 
Short 
weight inspection is now» being car­ 
ried on by the department and ov er 
100 samples of flour hav e been w» eigh- 
ed, a report of which will be giv en 
later. 
It is the intention of this office to 
see that the pure food law is enforced, 
strictly and without fear or fav or, and 
the co-operation of ev ery food inter­ 
est is sought to this end.—W. P. Cut­ 
ler, Commissioner.

“Not long after this I discov ered a 
winged black ant promenading under 
the ajifile tree—v try lik ely a blood 
sister of the others, for when I placed 
her with thim she was not attack ed, 
as W’as a large ant with a red thorax 
that later I introduced among them. 
“Strange how' ants recognize both 
fri9 iids and enemies througli the sense 
of smell rather than by the suiise of 
sight. 
No sooner do tv /o ants meet 
than they cros.s noses, so to speak , in 
order to ascertain who is w’ho. 
If the 
insects find that they belong to dif­ 
ferent communities war is at once de­ 
clared. 
“This was the case when the ant 
with the red thorax wxis confined w'ith 
the black ants. 
How’ v icious both spe­ 
cies w’ere, how they snapped at and 
bit each other! 
One black ant suc­ 
ceeded 
in 
grabbing 
an 
antenna 
(feeler) of her antagonist, to which 
she hold as the big red ant dragged 
her from place to place.

greatly 
handicapped in her mov ements.

“The queen had remained inactiv e 
during the conflict and had tak en no 
part in cleaning up the nest; when all 
W’as again in order a w’ork er ant a[)- 
[» roached her and after a short a n­ 
tenna conv ersation began to tug at 
her wings.

saw that she had yielded to the en­ 
treaties of her sisters. 
She was wing­ 
less and deiiositing v ery minute eggs. 
“The black ants hav e what apjiear 
to be good-natured w’restliiig matches 
among themselv es. 
They 
are 
con­ 
stantly on the mov e doing something, 
carrying the 
unwieldy cocoons from 
one place to 
another, 
regurgitating 
food for a companion or mak ing elab- 
ate toilets.”

The building of the Panama canal 
and the sanitary record of the Jap ­ 
anese in their w'ar with Russia are 
the tw'o great ohject lessons of rticent 
years, demonstrating that men can 
ntiiher w’ork nor fight to the best ad­ 
vantage unless iirotected from infec­ 
tious and p reventable diseases. 
The civilized nation which will here­ 
after p ut an army in the field or un­ 
dertake a great engineering p roblem 
without first p rep aring the 
way 
by 
adequate 
sanitary 
engineering 
and 
equip ment will be regarded 
by 
the 
other nations, says the Medical Ncw's, 
as quite as foolish as a goverrimep t 
wiiich would build a vast fleet of mod­ 
ern w-arship s and then arm them with 
muzzle-loading ordnance of 100 years 
ago. 
An ep idemic of typ hoid fever in a 
military camp should be considered a 
greater disgrace to an army than a de­ 
feat in battle since defeat may come 
in sp ite of the greatest exertions and 
the highest wisdom, 
while 
typ hoid 
and yellow’ fever w'oiild he the r(*sult 
of ignorance or 
disri’gard 
of 
well- 
known law's of p revention. All nations 
w’ill p rofit by the sanitary lesson of 
the Panama canal. 
The scourge of yellow fever against 
which the French struggled in vain, 
has not been there since May, 1900, 
although it exists at several p oints to 
the north and south of the canal zone. 
Bubonic p lague has not ap p eared since 
August, 1905, but that disease also ha*» 
broken out not far away. 
No case oi 
smallp ox has been rt'p orted during the 
year.
